The house bill would 
have given th e president power to 
sanction w h atev er term s the com ­ 
mission m ight arran g e , but the sena­ 
tors refused to repose so m uch pow­ 
er in presidential hands. 
The o th er was th e H arris am en d ­ 
m ent including dem ocrats from now 
on in th e m em bership of th e A m eri­ 
can commission. 
T hree 
dem ocrats 
will be appointed on the commission 
w hich will consist of eight instead 
of five m em bers if th e H arris a m en d ­ 
m ent rem ains in th e bill. 
The final vote showed, as w as ex­ 
pected, an overw helm ing belief ii 
the senate ju st as it did in the house 
th a t the term s made w ith G reat B n 
ta in were fair and Just to both gov­ 
ernm ents.

Los Angeles, Feb. 17.—The death in 
the psychopathic ward of the Los An­ 
geles county hospital of Joseph Liu, a 
Chinese m issionary student at the Bi­ 
ble institute here, was attributed by 
physicians to two doses of wan-yu-yoh, 
a Chinese compound said to com prise 
60 ingredients, including pulverized 
tiger teeth, drops of tiger blood, saw ­ 
dust, elephant hoofs, bear claws, bird 
feather and various vegetables. 
Liu. a graduate of Shanghai college 
and a noted athlete in his native land, 
came to the United States tw o years 
ago . He obtained work 
at 
Fresno, 
Calif., where he became a C hristian 
and a member of a Mennonite church. 
About a week ago he became ill and 
called in Dr. G. Glass Davit, who had 
known him in Shanghai. 
The physi­ 
cian gave him a prescription, but when 
he called again the patient was delir­ 
ious. 
In a lucid period Liu admitted 
he had throw n aw ay the American 
medicine, and sought relief in wan-yu- 
yoh, which the Chinese are said to be­ 
lieve has su pernatural power to heal.

other objects of incalculable historic 
value. 
The doorway from the outer room — 
now cleared of everything save two 
life sized statues of the king which 
have been boxed up to prevent dam ­ 
age— lead to a room hewn in the solid 
rock

with an Immense sarcophagus. 
The sides of this sarcophagus, ap­ 
parently made of wood, came within 
two feet of lite walla of the cell. There 
was barely room to pass around it. 
Its surface was exquisitely carved and 
gilded. 
In one end folding doors were 
found. 
For the first time since Tut- 
Ankh-Anrieri was luff! to rest and tho 
portals closed by the gentle hands of 
the Egyptian priests, these doors were 
opened. 
They revealed another mag-
